STATE MAY ASK REVALUATION 
Brownell Against Proposal 
To Outlaw Commie Party 


Attorney Says 
Move To Hurt 
Anti-Red Drive 


10-Point Program 
Offered House Panel 
f To Tighten Rules 


WASHINGTON (/Pl — Atty. Gen. 
Brownell today strongly opposed 
legislative proposals to outlaw the 
Communist party in this country. 
He said such action would hinder 
rather than help the drive against 
ommunism. 
The attorney general 
told 
a 
House 
judiciary 
subcommittee 
that any law .making it a crime, 
% *f itself, to join the party, would 
send the movement entirely un­ 
derground and “ increase the al­ 
ready difficult investigatory job 
of the FBI.” 
In addition, he asserted such a 
law would raise constitutional ques­ 
tions which would certainly be test­ 
ed a- great lengths in the courts, 
thus interfering with the numerous 
act t»n now being taken to curb 
jmmmunism by bringing the organ­ 
i s t 
and its mem bers into the 
full iign of publicity. 
In lieu w' outlawing the party, the 
attorney general offered the sub­ 
committee IO suggestions 
of 
his 
own for tightening the laws relating 
to subversion. Some of these he had 
proposed as long ago as last year. 
His suggestions include:

Indochina Declares Total 
Illinois Poll 
Mobilization In Conflict 
Tomorrow To 
Draw Interest 


SAIGON, 
Indochina 
(jfl — Viet j 
N am ’s new w ar cabinet decreed 
total mobilization today of all its 
male citizens between 21 and 25 
to fight the Communist-dominated 
Vietminh rebels. 
Meeting for the first time since 
its creation Saturday by chief of 
state Bao I)ai, Prem ier Prince 
Buu Loc and his two cabinet min­ 
isters ordered the callup by May 
15. It was not immediately an­ 
nounced how many of the 13 to 15 
million Vietnamese in the French 
defended zones would be affect­ 
ed. 
It was the first time in the ex­ 
hausting seven-year Indochina war 
that Viet N am had called its young 
men in bulk into the arm ed forces. 
Previously the Vietnamese were 
drafted individually, evasions were 
numerous and the French force of 
North Africans and Foreign Leg­ 
ionnaires has carried the brunt of 
the attack. 
The mobilization followed a gov­ 
ernment decree Saturday incorpor­ 


ating into Viet N am ’s 300.000-man 
national arm y the 
32,000 
tough 
fighting men who formerly paid 
allegiance to the Cao Dai and Hoa 
Hao religious sects and the Bink 
Xuyen party. 
The cabinet

and 
Gen. 
Nguyen Van Hinh, chief of the 
general staff are the other m em ­ 
bers) also froze approximately 
100,000 
Vietnamese 
volunteers 
now on active 
duty

They were ordered to continue 
serving until further orders. 
The cabinet lifted most of the 
exemptions from military service 
“ in order to carry out the principle 
of equal and 
universal 
military 
duty for each citizen.” 
Court m artial boards were order­ 
ed set up to deal with draft dodg­ 
ers and deserters. All citizens sub­ 
ject to military service were for­ 
bidden to leave the country.

troops at besieged Bien Bien Phu 
were waging a furious, bayonet- I 
charge counterattack on thousands 
of rebels trying to sm ash into the 
fortress from the southeast. 
The immediate objective of the 
ram paging Vietminh assault ap ­ 
peared again to be a 1,200-foot- 
high hill overlooking the French 
fortress and only five-eighths of a 
mile from its center. The French 
seized the strategic height from 
the rebels in a surprise offensive 
Saturday and held it against four 
earlier big Vietminh attacks. 
The Vietminh, arm ed with sub- 
machineguns, rifles, pistols, gren­ 
ades and plastic containers of high j 
explosives, charged up the jungle- 
covered hill into the heavy fire of 
French troops firmly holding a 
long series of winding trenches.

fight them off with bayonets and 
1 hand grenades.

COLUMBUS UP — The state de­ 
partm ent 
of 
natural 
resources 
warned today 
Ohio 
may 
see 
a 
drought the last half of this year 
that will be even worse than that 
experienced last year. 
W ater levels were boosted over 
most of the state in March, de­ 
partm ent officials said, but index 
wells still showed levels below av­ 
erage compared with 
levels 
the 
last five years. 
Lloyd Harrold of the soil con­ 
servation 
service 
estimates 
it 
would take six inches of rain to 
restore Ohio soil and sub soil to 
norm al moisture content. He said 
at the end of March only three 
inches of this deficiency had been 
made up. Departm ent officials said 
increasing demands for water in 
the coming months will further in­ 
hibit ground w ater recharge. They 
said the time has passed when any 
appreciable improvem ent 
in 
the, 
ground water situation can be ex­ 
pected this year. 
Relief can come only if there is 
greatly excessive rainfall the next 
few months, they added. However, 
reservoirs in the Scioto River basin 
contained a normal storage at the 
end of March.

The Senate composition is now 
46 Republicans, 48 Democrats and 
one independent. 
Griswold, although active In Re­ 
publican political life for a quarter 
of a century, was named to several 
high positions in the Democratic 
administration of Form er President 
Truman. At the time of his appoint­ 
ment to head the Greek aid mission 
in June 1947, the White House said 
he had been selected because he 
was “ a good man, forthright and 
an able adm inistrator."

WASHINGTON M—Where does 
Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy get his 
information? 
The answer is that since he first 
cried “ Red” he has built a formid­ 
able 
intelligence 
system. 
It 
is 
. based on a network of agents and 
informers, paid and unpaid, who dig 
up material from every corner of 
the United States, from confiden­ 
tial government files, even from 
foreign countries. 
He has demonstrated time and 
again that he can quickly lay his 
hands on episodes—often long past 
—in the lives of men and women. 
His operation feeds on the skeleton 
in the closet, specially the political 
I skeleton, but all kinds of skeletons 
interest him. 
He has two main sources of in­ 
formation. 
' 
He employs a staff of agents, 
many of them former FBI men, 
who earn more working for him 
than they could for the govern­ 
ment. He also hires, as he needs 
them, 
undercover operatives 
in 
foreign countries. 
In addition to these professionals, 
|fhe receives “ information” from a 
host of amateur tipsters and snoop­ 
ers, anxious or disgruntled people 
—individuals he has never met, 
whose very names may be un­ 
known to him. This is perhaps the 
most astonishing phase of the phe­ 
nomenon of “ McCarthyism.” 
His office has become a recepta­ 
cle for the fears, suspicions, hates 
and prejudices of an army of these 
informers. 
* 
It is often asserted as well that 
McCarthy has agents among the 
employes of government offices. 
However, since he carefully pro­ 
tects his sources and informants, 
no solid 
evidence 
of 
this 
has 
emerged. 
In any case, it is evident that 
he has access to some secret gov­ 
ernment documents and classified 
papers. How he gets them is his 
secret. 
w 
In his office he presides over a 
shadowy empire of p e r s o n a l 
histories . . 
. 
card-files cross- 
indexed as to names and cases, 
piles of dossiers, photographs, pho­ 
tographic 
copies, 
letters, 
news­ 
paper clippings, memoranda. 
He never knows what may be 
useful out of all this. He says that 
when he first brought his charges 
of Reds-in-government “ I began to 
be swamped with tips; much of 
j*fhe stuff is worthless. But on the 
other hand some of it has proved 
very valuable.” 
An old newspaper clip, for ex­ 
ample, came in handy recently. 
Last 
month 
commentator Ed­ 
ward R. Murrow conducted a tele­ 
vision 
program 
critical of Mc­ 
Carthy. The senator promptly re­ 
plied. He said Murrow had been 
a member of the National Advisory 
Council 
of 
Moscow 
University, 
- sur mer session back in 1935. 
* 
(Murrow said he had been as­ 
sistant director of the Institute of 
International Education, which was 
an organization arranging student 


themselves called off the summer 
session before it began.) 
But the 19-year-old incident was 
in McCarthy’s files. The clip had 
been sent him, long ago, by one 
of the many volunteer informers. 
McCarthy makes no secret of the 
fact that he sometimes employs 
agents in other countries. He had 
one working out of Paris some 
years ago when he was centering 
his fire on the State Department. 
He said the material this man un­ 
earthed figured in some of his 
charges against State Department 
personnel. 
He hired a detective in Shanghai 
who obtained photographic copies 
of five pages of police records. Mc­ 
Carthy laughs: “They were in Chi­ 
nese 
. 
. 
. 
I had to have the stuff 
translated.” 
He denied to this reporter that 
he ever gets any information di­ 
rectly from the FBI, although Sen. 
Fulbright (D-Ark) has publicly ex­ 
pressed the belief that McCarthy 
has access to material from FBI 
files. 
In an interview, McCarthy saud: 
“The only time I ask for informa­ 
tion is through the attorney gen­ 
eral. By official letter we occa­ 
sionally ask for name checks.” 
McCarthy’s chief counsel, Roy 
Cohn, was present at the inter­ 
view' and added, “We have never 
gotten an FBI file, and we have 
never gotten a tip from the FBI.” 
Nevertheless, s o m e 
classified 
documents and government infor­ 
mation of a secret nature somehow- 
come into McCarthy’s possession. 
Reed 
Harris, formerly 
a top 
official in the International 
In­ 
formation Administration, who was 
quizzed by McCarthy’s committee, 
cites a personal experience. 
On the day before his closed ses­ 
sion with the committee, he says, 
a message went from his office in 
Washington to the New York office 
of UA. 
It was transmitted, he says, by 
an electronic “ scrambler.” The 
“ unscrambling” device was at the 
receiving end of the system. 
Harris says that 24 hours later 
McCarthy had the message “in the 
clear,” that is, contents knowm. He 
comments: “ Only a few people are 
involved in che transmission of 
such messages. They are highly 
classified. Yet McCarthy had it.” 
Does McCarthy tap telephones? 
A former top aide to the sena­ 
tor—who asked not to be identi­ 
fied—said he doesn’t believe so. 
He said this was not the practice 
while he was in McCarthy’s office. 
Harris, however, recalled a tele­ 
phone conversation with a woman 
friend. 
“She called me at my home one 
night . . . Two hours later, one 
of McCarthy’s agents was in her 
apartment house, asking the neigh­ 
bors if they had ever seen me in 
her apartment, if I had been there 
late at night and so on.” 
Harris laughed. “ The lady is 80 
years old, which considerably sur­ 
prised McCarthy’s agent.” 
Even without any such cloak- 
exchanges. He said the Russians and-dagger 
methods, 
McCarthy 


re 
would have wide powers and 
sources. 
He is chairman of the Committee 
on Government Operations and of 
its permanent subcommittee 
on 
investigations. In his annual report 
he 
wrote: 
“This 
committee 
is 
charged with the investigation of 
the operations of all government 
departments at all levels, with a 
view to determining their economy 
and efficiency.” 
’That covers a lot of ground. 
Four Republican and three Dem­ 
ocratic senators sit on the sub­ 
committee. McCarthy b e c a m e 
chairman through seniority, hav­ 
ing been a member longer than 
any other Republican. 
His own staff and the subcom­ 
mittee staff are, in effect, one and 
the same thing. He has 15 inves­ 
tigators and lawyers, IO clerks and 
stenographers. 
Most of the girls are pretty. 
(His wife, the former Jean Kerr, 
was one of his assistants l#>fore 
their marriage.) McCarthy takes 
a personal interest in them, re­ 
members birthdays and anniver­ 
saries, sometimes with handsome 
checks. 
The staff works at close quar­

jammed in among steel filing cab­ 
inets, and bulging boxes of , mail 
everywhere. It comes in almost 
too fast to sort and file. 
McCarthy, a driver, sometimes 
works around the clock. One of 
his former speech-writing assis-1 
tants says, “ It’s nothing for him 
to call in somebody at 12 or I 
o’clock in the morning and work 
through until dawn.” 
McCarthy considers all advice 
on 
c a s e s , 
investigations 
and 
speeches, but 
then makes final 
decisions himself. The last draft 
of a speech is his. 
The two key men in his opera­ 
tion are the chief counsel, Roy 
Cohn, and the chief of staff, Fran­ 
cis Carr, a former FBI agent. They

Anyway, McCarthy said the sit­ 
uation had “ all the earm arks of 
extremely dangerous espionage.” 
Secretary of the Army Stevens 
denied this and wrote in a letter 
to Sen. Ellender (D-La): “ Insofar 
as the Army has thus far been 
able to determine, there is no cur­ 
rent espionage or other subversive 
activity at Ft.Monmouth.” 
The Monmouth controversy de­ 
veloped while the three Democrat­ 
ic members of the subcommittee 
were not serving on it. They had 
walked off. months before, in pro­ 
test against a ruling by the GOF 
majority that gave McCarthy the 
sole right to hire and fire staff 
employes.

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H-BOMBS AND SURVIVAL 
IN A MORE CALM and simple day, a 
favorite topic of speculation was the possi­ 
bility of harnessing the sun to provide heat 
and power. Hitched to horrendous gadgets, 
the sun could be m ade to do m an's will, ac­ 
cording to the wildest predictions then 
heard. Scientists never seemed to become 
greatly interested, though, and such specu­ 
lation flourished mainly in lay ranks. 
But the world has moved on, and specu­ 
lation now revolves around the question 
whether m an has fashioned a diabolical in­ 
strum ent in the hydrogen bomb which, with 
a few refinements, will be p o w e r f u l 
enough to destroy all life on earth. 
Perhaps man is permitting his imagina­ 
tion to function uncontrolled again, but the 
m ere fact that such a possibility is being 
discussed is reason for concern. Certainly 
no one wants to become an atomic cinder. 
By strange coincidences, Japan, wihch 
lost all its interest in world conquest when 
the first atomic bombs employed in w ar­ 
fare dropped from the skies, is the most 
directly affected by the hydrogen bomb at 
this stage of its development. Boat loads 
of fish have been found to be radioactive 
as a result of the hydrogen explosion at 
Eniwetok. Fish is a principal Japanese 
food, as well as a leading export of t h e 
country. 
Dust from atomic explosions in Siberia 
has also drifted over Japan, according to a 
Japanese scientist who addressed the Diet. 
Calls for an end to hydrogen experiments 
are of course vain until there is some ef­ 
fective method of controlling such experi­ 
m ents in Russia. None are in sight. For 
the free world to stick its head in the sand 
at this critical point in the experiments 
would be a suicidal course. 


SECURE IN KNOWLEDGE 
FOLLOWING RECENT H-bomb experi­ 
m ents there have been expressions of con­ 
cern over fate of civilization unless m e a s ­ 
ures are taken immediately to outlaw its 
use in war. 
The only method by which this could be 
brought about would be an agreem ent be­ 
tween the United States and Russia to lim­ 
it the use of atomic power to projects of 
peace. Such an agreement has been sought 
for years, without result. Russia seems de­ 
termined to hold this threat over the free 
world, which forces this nation to continue 
the development of atomic power in self de­ 
fense. 
The Wall Street Journal is convinced this 
country’s safety lies in full knowledge of 
the effects of atomic power as a weapon of 
war. If anything will deter Russia from 
such attacks, it will be the prospect of an ­ 
nihilation. 
Viewed in that light, the Journal points 
out, the hydrogen tests are an affirmation 
of American strength. Certainly this is no 
time to turn the other cheek to Russia. 


George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


In the course of the criticism of the in­ 
vestigations of Congressional committees, 
it is,often suggested that the FBI is t h e 
agency to do this work, particularly when 
such investigations apply to the Executive 
branch of the Government. The confusion 
here lies between investigation and expos­ 
ure; the FBI can have no function, under 
the law, in the exposure of-citizens or gov­ 
ernment departments. As a m atter of fact, 
the data in its files are always confiden­ 
tial. 
J. Edgar Hoover has only too often made 
this clear. In a statement for the “ United 
States News and World Report,” he called i 
attention to the limitations of his organiza­ 
tion: 
“The Bureau is not alone responsible for 
1 the internal security of the country. I 
would like to point out that in the m a tte rs 
we handle, the decision to prosecute is that j 
of the Departm ent of Justice and not that 
of the FBI. We never make recom m enda­ 
tions for prosecution or nolle posse. That 
is the m ain responsibility of the officials 
of the m ain Department. We are not re- 
sponsible for the registration of subversive | 
organizations. That is a responsibility of 
the departmental officials. 
“The decision or dealing with subver- j 
sive aliens is the responsibility of the Im ­ 
migration and Naturalization Service, not I 
the FBI. Monitoring of foreign radio broad­ 
casts is under the control of the FCC (Fed­ 
eral Communications Commission). 
The ; 
Department of Defense 
screens 
NATO 
(North Atlantic Treaty Organization) per­ 
sonnel, handles plant protection, and des- j 
ignates key industrial facilities. Also, the 
Customs Service has certain responsibili­ 
ties which enter into the field of internal 
security. 
“ The FBI has the responsibility of in­ 
vestigating activities of subversive a n d 
Communist elements in this country. It has 
the responsibility for the investigation of 
espionage, sabotage, and related m atters 
in this country.’* 
* 
The real danger is that those who are op- 
1 posed to Congressional committees a r e ; 
moving in the direction of the establish- j 
ment of a Gestapo in the United States, a 
national police force with excessive pow- j 
ers, which they would themselves oppose 
once they realized the consequences of 
: their suggestions. 
If ev&r the day comes that such a force 
is brought into being, the first to resign 
from it will be J. Edgar Hoover, who has I 
always fought off those who would expand 
! the FBI beyond an investigative agency ex- 
! cept in certain specific criminal m atters 
such as kidnaping. The Congressional com ­ 
mittee has always had its particular place 
in our system and that place cannot be 
taken by the FBI. 
Senator Pat M cCarran of Nevada has, 
out of his long experience as a Chairman of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, called a t­ 
tention to J. Edgar Hoover’s position. More 
than that, he sounded the locsin: 
. .let me add just another word about 
another major Communist objective. That 
objective is the destruction of anti-Commu- 
nist activity in the Congress of the United 
I States, especially the destruction of C o n- 
| gressional investigating committees which 
have been exposing Communists, and ex­ 
posing the pattern of Communist infiltra­ 
tion, in the past, into various facets of our 
national life.”

Sam caught up with him , and 
assessed him $3,500 on his 1943 
income.

velop tuberculosis, become ster­ 
ile, and suffer a general collapse. 
They also said cigarette papers 
w ere produced chiefly by Chinese 
lepers and that only idiots would 
smoke them. It was also broadly 
hinted that cigarettes were made 
from cigar butts collected from 
gutters by tram ps and ragpick­ 
ers. 
Until 1880 it was 
illegal 
to 
smoke them in the streets of Bos­ 
ton. The reform wave reached 
its peak in 1909 when 12 states 
banned the cigarette entirely. 
Henry Ford and Thomas Edi­ 
son are among the famous Amer­ 
icans who attacked tobacco. But 
in 1864 Abraham Lincoln sent a 
telegram to Gen. U. S. Grant 
saying: 
“ Hold on with a bulldog grip, 
and chew and smoke as much as 
possible,*’ The American public 
contributed ll,(HK) cigars to Gen, 
Grant after he took Fort Donel- 
son. 
Charles Lamb called smoking 
“ my evening comfort, my morn­ 
ing curse.” Statesman Benjamin 
Disraeli said, “ Tobacco 
is 
the 
tomb of love.” But Rudyard Kip­ 
ling countered with, "A woman 
is only a woman, but a good cig­ 
ar is a smoke.” Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, a poet 
and 
a doctor, 
smoked a pipe and called tobac­ 
co. “ the great vegetable.” 
it looks as if tobacco belongs 
in the same class with love, liq­ 
uor, money and the protective 
tariff. Some feel it’s

b | f !. All three face a major test 
at Geneva’s conference on peace 
in Korea and Indochina. 
More than peace in either place 
is involved. The Communists could 
consider the whole conference suc­ 
cessful 
if they split the United 
States 
and 
France 
or,

propaganda, diminished this coun­ 
tr y ’s stature a little. 
Since 
last sum m er 
there

been a

already at the scene. The depart­ 
m ent’s new plans were announced 
after local officials and the Pick­ 
aw ay County grand jury had called 
attention again to the Leistville mo­ 
toring hazards. 
It seemed likely, in view of the 
latest accident, that the county’s 
safety group would urge im m edi­ 
ate action to put the state’s recom ­ 
mendations into effect. But some 
local officials, fam iliar with t h e 
crossing’s unusual dangers even fr>r 
careful drivers, have already voic­ 
ed doubt the im provements w i l l 
elim inate the death trap.

SOME PLANNERS contend the 
dangers will rem ain as long as mo­ 
torists approach the spot at high 
speed. The State Highways D epart­ 
ment in a survey last year support­ 
ed this claim, insisting additional 
safeguards would be worthless un­ 
less “ drivers read the signs.” Signs 
calling for caution are at all cor­ 
ners of the intersection. 
Meanwhile, the growing debate 
over how m uch high speed figures 
in traffic accidents continues acros 
the nation. 
Contradicting claims by s o m e 
other traffic authorities, a large in­ 
surance firm recently declared:

PHOENIX, Ariz. UP) — Drought— 
NOT “ inventory recession” — is 
the prime troublem aker for busi­ 
ness today in many sections be­ 
tween Arizona and the Mississippi 
and even beyond. 
Vast acreages of parched earth 
threaten to pare a sizable slice 
from the nation's grain and m eat 
supplies and from the incomes of 
farmers and ranchers and from the 
prosperity of the towns and cit­ 
ies servicing them. 
But weather miracles can hap­ 
pen. And here’s one. 
Runoffs from a freak storm cov­ 
ering most of Arizona—the like of 
which hasn't been seen since 1905, 
the Weather Bureau says—are re ­ 
viving cattle 
waterholes, ranges 
and prospects, pouring tons of w a­ 
ter into depleted irrigation reser­ 
voirs and helping replenish ground­ 
water levels in wells that have 
been falling fast for five years. 
It is also reviving business senti­ 
ment here more noticeably than 
have any of the counter-recession 
measures taken in the Eastern fi­ 
nancial and governmental centers. 
In the Southwest rain is more po­ 
tent than Wall Street and as much 
so as Washington. 
Other states 
haven’t 
been 
so 
lucky, yet. Scattered rains have 
helped some. And in Missouri and 
eastern Kansas they hope the April 
showers will come along on sched­ 
ule to save the wheat crop. But 
some towns in that arca are ship­ 
ping in their drinking water in 
tank cars, while trying out rain- 
making schemes. 
The toll of drought elsewhere in 
the nation is high. In parts of the 
southeastern states winter precipi­ 
tation was below 
normal, 
after 
scattered droughts there had hurt 
crops and livestock last sum m er, 
and depressed store sales in some 
places. 
Livestock men in parts of Texas, 
New Mexico, Oklahoma, Kansas 
and Colorado are hard hit by the 


dry cycle which has seered ranges 
and dried waterholes. Texans this | 
week are discussing plans for dis­ 
tribution of surplus food from fed­ 
eral stores among the n e e d y , 
whose livelihood shrank for lack 
of water. 
From parts of southern Iowa hit 
by drought last sum m er come re- j 
ports that livestock is being sold 
by feeders who don’t want to pay 
the government loan price for corn 
from more favored counties to fat­ 
ten their stock. 
Federal agencies report in parts 
of the western G reat Plains wheat 
is in a “ precarious condition” due ; 
to the “ combined e f f e c t s of 
drought, 
wind 
erosion 
and 
low 
tem peratures” and in some sec­ 
tions from heavy deposits of silt 
from dust storms. 
In the Southwest, where dry and 
wet 
cycles 
have often 
followed 
each other in roughly set patterns, 
m any old-timers are fearful that 
the dry years have yet to run their 
course.
